PORT IS REACHED 


Crashed Before Crews 
Aware of Danger 


ST. JOHN, Nfld. June 19.—Badly 
holed as a result of a collision with 
the Italian steamer Clara Camus, 
off Cape Race, today, the C.P.O.8. 
liner Metagama reached the port of 
St. John's just before dusk. The big 
liner had a very heavy list to port 
as she came through the Narrows 


and showed every sign of bejng in 
freat difficulty though she was 
making way slowly under her own 
steam. 

With the water entering her hold 
gaining on the pumps, the captain 
of the Metagama was forced to 
beach the vessel on a shoal near 
the drydock upon her arrival in 
port. 

The Italian ship had her bows 
badly crumpled in and presents all 
the appearance of a ship that has 
been in the very worst sort of a 
head-on impact. 

The collision occurred when the 
ships were about seven miles cast 
south-east of Cape Race. A dense 
fog prevailed at the time and they 
struck. So thick was the weather 
that the Italian steamer was right 
on to the Canadian ship and crash- 
ed into her broadside before a 
warning could be raised from either 
craft. 

The Rosalind, Kenmpane Head and 
Canada responded to the 8.0.8. sig- 
nals and the steamer Senef imme- 
diately got away from St. John's 

The Clara Camus got under way 
first and reached port an hour be- 
fore the Metagama, which arrived 
here escorted by the Rosalind and 
a couple of sea-going tugs.
